‘The first 
part of the work describes in alphabetical order some hundreds of drugs and medical plants, giving 
their Greek, Latin, Spanish, Arabian, Italian, German and French names, the origin of the plant 
or drug and its medical use. It is really a pharmaceutical dictionary. Numerous American drugs 
are described. The third part contains a description of exotic animals, describing the bison, the 
rhinoceros, and other exotic animals.

He showed that the pancreatic juice is not acid and that the nerves do not 
contain a ‘ nerve-juice’ ’’ (Garrison).

All the others belong to Bidloo’’ (Pilcher). ‘* Among the nine plates newly added by 
Cowper, ure two well-executed plates, representing the front and back views of the entire muscu- 
lature ’’?
